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induction, Mr. Hartley said that the inductees were 
selected from a large pool of potential candidates after 
careful consideration. ''We wanted to make sure we 
selected a nice cross-section/' he said. "We strategically 
decided to pick two athletes from each decade. . . with 
such a huge pool of candidates, it was tough to narrow it 
down.'' 

According to Mr. Hartley, there will be three 
to five additional inductees each year. The public is 
encouraged to make nominations for future inductees, 
and can do so by submitting suggestions to the school by 
December 1 of each year. 

This year's inductees span 50 years of Old 
Rochester history, with two athletes selected per decade. 
The nine athletes that were inducted for 2011 are: 

Donald H. Dorr (1962-66) - Mr. Dorr dominated 
the athletic scene at ORR in the 1960s. He was the school's 
first four-sport athlete, lettering in football, basketball, 
baseball and track. He captained the 1965 football team 
that became the first to complete an undefeated season, 
holding opponents to a total of 16 points. Don starred 
on both sides of the ball, quarterbacking the offense and 
playing in the secondary on defense, earning Class D 
State honors at both positions. He went on to play college 
football at Syracuse, where he was team captain in 1969, 
named team MVP and participated in the Blue-Gray 
Game in Alabama. Don later went on to coach football at 
Weymouth, Barnstable and Plymouth.

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Peter F. Trow (1966-70) - The other face of the 
decade belonged to the young man who lettered in three 
sports (cross-country, track and basketball). In track, 
Peter won the Class E 440 State Championship in both 
his junior and senior year, setting a state record (50.3) as a 
senior. He also was undefeated in the 220, 440 and 880 in 
dual meets in his final season. But, as good as he was on 
the track, his legend was formed on the basketball court, 
where he set school records for most points in one game 
(49), most points in one season (636) and most points in 
a career (1,276). Peter was recruited to play basketball 
by more than 50 colleges before selecting the University 
of Massachusetts, where he was a teammate of former 
Boston College coach Al Skinner and current Louisville

Wayne Caswell (1973-77) - He captained the 
sports of soccer, basketball and baseball, earning All- 
Southeastern Massachusetts Conference honors in all 
three. In soccer, Wayne led the state in scoring, earning 
a spot on the Boston Globe's All-Scholastic Team. His 
athletic accomplishments prompted long-time physical 
education teacher Al Boucher to label Wayne "pound for 
pound, the best athlete in the history of Old Rochester 
Regional High School/' Following his graduation, Wayne 
continued to play soccer at UMass Dartmouth. 

Frank Oliva (1973-77) - The other dominant 
figure of the decade was this brilliant two-sport athlete 
who starred in track and football. On the gridiron, he 
led the 1976 football team to an undefeated record and 
division championship in the SMC and went on to earn 
All-State status as both a running back and defensive 
back. On the track, Frank set school records in the javelin 
and 100-yard dash and, in 1976, he was a member of the 
school's 4x100 relay team that ran away with the SMC 
title. He also was the Class C champion in the javelin and 
finished second in the New England Championships. 
Following his graduation, Frank attended Princeton, 
where he earned a BA in Architecture and continued to 
play football and run track. 

Christopher Riley (1979-83) - Labeled the most 
versatile athlete in ORR history, Chris earned 14 letters 
in five sports - four in football and basketball, three in 
track, two in tennis and one in baseball. In basketball, he 
was a three-year starter at point guard and all-star, but 
it was in football where his reputation swelled. In four 
seasons as the starting quarterback, Chris passed for more 
than 4,000 yards and threw for 24 touchdowns. As a free 
safety, he picked off 10 passes. He was a three-time all-star 
and two-time All-State selection, and was the recipient

to quietly give without ever taking. Tavares paid for 
gear, shoes, camper-ships, awards and even groceries 
for countless number of families that were associated 
with athletics and even the school. Mudgie rarely, if 
ever, missed an ORR game from 1961 - when he started 
working at Center School - until a debilitating stroke 
in 1996. Mudgie was always had a bunch of kids in 
tow between games, the movies and the mall.

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AFS Students Reflect on Year Abroad 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

Immersion into a new culture - and all the 
trimmings of a new social and academic community 
- is an exciting and enlightening experience. Diane 
D'Anselme of France, Anan Phoonbunyakorn of Thailand, 
and Adela Bajsova of the Czech Republic - who are 
wrapping up a year abroad here in the Tri-Town - all had 
many morsels of wisdom to share about experiencing life 
as American Field Service (AFS) exchange students. 

Hollywood depictions of life in the United States 
are usually what foreigners expect to encounter when 
stepping into the country. "I was looking for lockers and 
the football team," joked Ms. D'Anselme. Although she 
said she had no particular expectations of life here, she 
was surprised by the large sizes of cars, stores and homes. 
"There are a lot of trucks," she added. 

As a native of Thailand, which is known for its 
motorbikes, Mr. Phoonbunyakorn remarked on the oddity 
of not seeing that mode of transport out on the streets. 

Ms. Bajsova also commented, "Everything 
is big. Cars, houses, everything... I was surprised by 
everything." 

Of course, differences in food made an immediate 
impression on the students. Ms. D'Anselma admitted 
that the food is good, "but it isn't healthy." The lure of 
French fries attracted Ms. Bajsova, but she said she tried 
to steer clear of them because they aren't healthy. For Mr. 
Phoonbunyakorn, who is used to a diet of rice and fish, it 
wasn't easy adapting to the local palette. "It's hard to find 
good, fresh bread," he remarked. 

Pre-made foods ready for consumption in 
minutes often seemed peculiar for these students. "It's 
funny that you can buy shredded cheese," Ms. Bajsova 
said. Also the sheer quantity of food options fascinated 
them. "There are so many kinds of ice cream [flavors]. It's 
crazy," Ms. D'Anselma said. 

The schooling system was an adjustment and 
learning experience for these students, who all attended 
Old Rochester Regional High School. 

Mr. Phoonbunyakorn said that in Thailand, there 
is a strict protocol of standing up and greeting an arriving

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teacher - and that this bears little resemblance to student- 
teacher relationships in the United States. 

"In Thailand, the teachers are mean. Here, 
the teachers are friendly and try to help you,'' he said. 
Also, Mr. Phoonbunyakorn was accustomed to wearing 
uniforms, and spending 30 minutes of each morning in a 
prayer, as required at his old Catholic school. 

Both in the Czech Republic and France, the 
schools are much more specialized for students their age - 
marking another departure from the American model. 

Everyone spoke positively about their learning 
experience, and especially was surprised by how friendly 
everyone is. "People actually try to talk to you here. In 
France, they just look at you," said Ms. D'Anselma. 

"It's strange that people start to talk to you just 
like that. People are more friendly here than in the Czech 
Republic," Ms. Bajsova said. 

During their time here, the students had the 
opportunity to travel the country - visiting more states 
than many Americans, including New York, Washington 
DC, Florida, Illinois and Vermont. Also, they mastered a 
new language, already peppered with typical American 
teenage expressions after so many months in total 
immersion mode. Ms. D'Anselma said learning the 
language feels like a ticket to seeing more of the world. 
"Now that you know [English], everything is possible," 
she said. 

"Now I can speak without thinking constantly,

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which is cool/' Ms. Bajsova added. 

None of the students seemed like they were in 
a rush to leave. Mr. Phoonbunyakorn said that he did 
miss his family, although his experience has been a very 
positive one.

Reading is Magic

When you stop to think about it, reading is magic. 
This article contains bunches of standard shapes grouped 
together. These bunches are arranged according to rules 
we learned by listening to our parents and teachers speak. 
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Organized correctly these shapes can entertain with a 
story, educate with a lesson, or organize a project to be 
executed around the Tri-Town or across the globe. And as 
your eyes traverse these lines, you interpret the meaning 
of all these organized shapes with surprising speed. 

Ed the Wizard visited the Rochester Memorial 
School on June 8 to entertain a group of preschoolers and 
elementary students and also to encourage them to read. 

"Children who read fifteen minutes per day 
become better readers and young children whose parents 
read to them fifteen minutes per day are more successful 
in school,'' Ed the Wizard said. During the program he 
described the books that helped him learn about magic 
and displayed a copy of Hocus Focus, by Paul Kieve, 
which was donated to the library in conjunction with the 
show. He encouraged young readers to follow the story, 
which is a mystery and an education in the history of 
magic. 

Wrangling a crowd of rambunctious young 
students is not for the faint of heart, but when Ed the 
Wizard took the stage, the children sat and watched in 
awe as he performed tricks that promoted literacy and 
showed that reading was fun, and fundamental. 

Ed Cope has been performing magic tricks as Ed 
the Wizard for 11 years and staging shows like this one 
fulltime for the last five years. He learned his craft by 
reading books on magic and so incorporates an element 
of reading and language into his show. Mr. Cope has been 
a Whitewater rafting guide, a rock-climbing instructor, a 
cook, a toolmaker and he spent 20 years as a woodcarver. 
His program was funded jointly by the Rochester Cultural 
Council and the Massachusetts Cultural Council. 

Zeiterion Talk Delights Movie Buffs

A crowd gathered at the Mattapoisett Library last 
Thursday to view vintage movie memorabilia and hear 
a talk given by Tom Shire, former owner of the Zeiterion 
Theater in New Bedford. Mr. Shire reopened the Zeiterion 
in 1975, then known as the State Theatre, and focused on 
showing current and classic films. Mr. Shire also brought 
live acts to the stage, including a circus and a Mexican 
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Folkloric Ballet Troupe and others. 

A movie buff, Mr. Shire had over 50 items 
on display, including posters, autographed celebrity 
photographs, marquee signs, books, ticket stubs, 
stationery and many framed photographs of his favorite 
stars. A large poster of Greta Garbo had center stage. 
Other posters of Jimmy Durante, Lionel Barry more, 
Charlie Chaplin, Gregory Peck and Tyrone Power, Ingrid 
Bergman, Myrna Loy and many others were placed 
around the room. 

Mr. Shire said that he fell in love with the 
grandeur of the old theater buildings while growing up. 
"Half the fun was being inside a beautifully designed 
theater with all the elaborate details on the walls and 
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ceilings/' he said. Mr. Shire laughed while telling the 
audience that his mother didn't see the attraction of going 
to the theater saying she couldn't see, "paying good 
money to sit in a dark place next to a stranger." Mr. Shire 
said his mother resisted when he got a job as an usher 
and had to work Sundays, but she finally conceded to her 
son's love of the business. 

According to Mr. Shire, the original owner of the 
theater was Morton Zeitz, who opened the theater on 
April 1, 1922. At the time, a popular theater group, known 
as the Criterion, were traveling through Europe. Mr. Zeitz 
took part of his name and part of the Criterion name and 
put them together to get Zeiterion. Mr. Shire said the land 
where the building stands was owned by a man from 
Mattapoisett who sold it to Mr. Zeitz. 

Mr. Shire had a framed original opening ad and 
program from the very first show, entitled Troubles of 1922, 
starring George Jessel and Courtney Sisters. "The show 
laid an egg," said Mr. Shire. Shortly after that, the name 
of the theater was changed to the State Theater. "When 
I bought it, I asked Mr. Zeitz if I could use the Zeiterion 
name and the same program type and design that he 
used, and he said yes," said Mr. Shire. Mr. Shire owned 
the Zeiterion until 1982. 

Attendees were treated to several handouts, 
including a movie trivia quiz, with questions including: 
Whose tombstone reads, "I'd rather be in Philadelphia?" 
(answer: W.C. Fields), and, who said, "I'm a little older 
than my teeth and a little younger than my hair"? 
(answer: Shirley Temple). 

Another handout included a list of Mr. Shire's 
favorite films including Ninotchka, The Women, The Thief 
of Bagdad and The Razor's Edge among many others. 
According to Mr. Shire, some of the best movie directors 
were Busby Berkeley, Frank Capra, Ernst Lubitsch and 
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Preston Sturges. Several audience members knew trivia 
about the various movies and the repartee between Mr. 
Shire and the movie buffs entertained the audience. 

After the talk, people walked around the room 
looking at the many items and enjoying refreshments. The 
crowd left, having had a lovely afternoon walking down 
the memory lane of movies. 

Marion-to-Bermuda Race Set to Begin

Every two years, yachters prepare to embark 
on 645 miles of open sea, partaking in the pleasures of 
sailing, competition and camaraderie. The 33-year old 
Marion-Bermuda Cruising Yacht race is set to begin again. 
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Why should I bring my "inside only" cat to the vet? The cat 
is 10 years old, had all of its shots when it was young and 
seems fine. 

Perhaps your cat is, in fact, fine but a second opinion by a vet 
is worth the cost of admission. Just as it is recommended that 
we humans have annual physicals to catch problems early the 
same is recommended for your dog, cat, bird, ferret, etc. 
Things that you may not notice about your cat are that it 
really is 5 pounds overweight and is prone to becoming a 
diabetic. Your cat may have painful dental disease which 
may make it seem older than his years and may contribute to 
kidney disease which will shorten his fife. Your cat may have 
fleas, ear mites or some other parasitic problem that you may 
have just written off. Older cats frequently have overactive 
thyroid glands which may cause weight loss, heart problems, 
and high blood pressure. Remember that rabies shots are 
mandated by law for all cats and that they are only good for 
1-3 years.

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with about 53 boats preparing to make the four-to-five 
day trek to the island across the wide Atlantic. 

The trip itself is not for the faint of heart, as 
24-hours a day the yacht requires navigation and 
handling. Bob Anderson - who has participated in the 
race in 2003, 2005, 2007, 2009 and soon 2011 - described a 
scenario of two crews of three people alternating duties. 
''While three people are on, the other three people are 
sleeping. In theory, you are working 12 hours per day, but 
people get excited and forget to go to sleep, or [they may 
need to be woken up if] the weather gets tough, or a sail 
change is needed,'' he said. 

Injuries are not uncommon and Mr. Anderson 
encourages his crew to get in good physical shape before 
race day. 

"One time a guy went flying across the boat and 
broke his ribs," Mr. Anderson recalled. "People bang their 
heads and get lacerations. It is a dangerous environment. 
People are tired, hungry and distracted," he said, noting 
that he works to ensure that crewmembers eat despite on- 
water squeamishness. "We monitor that very closely," he 
said. 

With a crew that tends to be older (56-year old 
Mr. Anderson described himself as the youngest member 
of his group) - who typically have sedentary jobs - the 
importance of monitoring their physical state is especially 
critical, he said. 

"At the end of each year, our objective is always 
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to get the average age down. We joke that we should 
bring a young baby on board/' he said. 

On average, about six people operate a boat - 
although one year he had 15 people on his yacht. "We got 
a prize for that/' he said. The boats - which compete in 
different classes depending on the similarities between 
the vessels - depart on Friday early afternoon and return 
anytime from Tuesday to Thursday. Mr. Anderson said 
that during his years of participation, his best time was 
100 hours, and his worst time was 134 hours. 

The event thrives on a competitive spirit. "It's 
a race and we sail our best. We minimize weight, scrub 
down the boat. It's a serious race," he said. 

After arriving in Bermuda, there are a slew of

The 
race works because it gathers people together, gives them 
moral support, teaches them a few skills, and gets people 
to stretch their legs and do something independently," he 
said. 

The race will begin at 1:00 pm on June 17 in 
Buzzards Bay off Marion, and finish at St. David's Head 
in Bermuda.

Mattapoisett School Committee

At its final meeting of the school year on June 12, 
the Mattapoisett School Committee recognized newcomer 
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Rick Travers of the facilities staff, and retiring recess/ 
lunch and office assistant Kathy McCarthy, for their work 
and the spirit they brought to the school during their 
tenure. The committee dedicated books to the school 
library in their honor. 

Chairperson Grace Knox remarked on Mr. 
Travers' positive presence during his first year on staff, 
noting that his performance has been lauded by Facilities 
Manager Steve Murphy and Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne. In addition to his work on the facilities staff, he 
also has had a great relationship with the kids, Ms. Knox 
said. 

"He led a rendition of 'Sweet Caroline' during the 
student talent show," she reflected. 
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The committee also recognized Ms. McCarthy, 
who is retiring after 19 years of service at the school. 

"Children can count on her to warm up 
microwavable soup cans... and hundreds will remember 
her magical guitar. It can be said she fed their belly and 
their souls. . . Even parents have commented on the sweet 
sound of the guitar and their voices,'' said Ms. Knox. 

In her report, Ms. Knox took the time to thank 
Mattapoisett for its "generosity'' at the annual town 
meeting, where two warrant articles were passed to fund 
technology-related capital needs and create an account to 
pay for extraordinary special education costs. 

She said that the Town of Mattapoisett soon will 
shoot the third of its "Education Matters" programs - and 
that theses shows can be viewed daily on Sundays and 
Wednesday at 2:00 pm on public access television. 

Newcomer committee member Jim Higgins was 
then warmly welcomed onto the committee. 

Superintendent Doug White reported to the 
committee the status of the education budget that the 
state has yet to approve. He said that he believes Chapter 
70 funding will come through as the governor predicted 
in April, but "we will wait and see." Also Massachusetts 
school districts will likely see an increase in regional 
transportation reimbursement from 54 to 60 percent, he 
said. 

The superintendent also discussed a statewide 
proposal to institute new educator evaluation 
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regulations. He said meetings throughout the state are 
looking over the proposal - and that if it comes through, 
Mattapoisett would have to comply by the 2012/2013 
school year. "There is a lot of work to be done/' he said. 

Mr. White said 160 responses to a survey on the 
Central Office, which includes feedback on work in the 
superintendent's office, business office, and facilities 
department, will be used to create staff goals for next 
school year. The survey is still open and can be accessed at 
www. OldRoches ter. org . 

In a conversation on common curriculum 
assessments and professional development, Mr. White 
said professional development expert Ken Williams 
would offer workshops to staff on the first day of school.

Mr. D' Andrea said that students spend 330 minutes per 
day (or 8,990 hours per year) on academics, including 
English Language Arts, math, science and social studies. 
Principal Brown said Center School students spend a 
considerable amount of time focusing on reading and 
writing, because "unless you are fluent in reading, you 
can't attack other content areas." She said students are 
engaged in ELA, reading and writing for about 90 to 120 
minutes per day, and focus on math 60 to 75 minutes per 
year.

In an appointment with water/ sewer 
superintendent William Nicholson, the Board presented 
a certificate of appreciation to Mr. Nicholson for his work 
in representing the Mattapoisett River Valley, which 
led to an award from the Department of Environmental 
Protection. According to Mr. Nicholson, Mattapoisett was 
one of 29 municipalities in Massachusetts recognized by 
the DEP in this way. 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham also 
came before the Board to discuss the placement and 
standardization of street signs in areas where private 
ways intersect public roads. The purpose of the project, 
said Mr. Denham, would be to comply with state 
regulations and improve response time for emergency 
vehicles, particularly when a neighboring town is 
responding to mutual aid and is not as familiar with the 
town. "Weekly, we have mutual aid ambulance runs, 
mostly from Fairhaven," said Mr. Denham. 

Although the Board agreed that there was need to 
get the signs up quickly for safety purposes, Mr. Denham 
said that with regular town maintenance, such as lawn 
mowing, they would have to prioritize streets in need of 
signage by considering population density and the street's 
speed limit, which increases the likelihood of emergency 
calls. Mr. Denham estimated that the project would cost 
about $11,000. Mr. Gagne thought that the project could be 
completed over the course of two to three years, without

increasing the highway department budget. 

The Board, which was receptive to the sign 
project, recognized one dissenting letter from North 
Street residents Donna Fernandes and Pierre Bernier. 
The residents expressed dismay regarding the town's 
placement of a street sign in front of their property, which 
named their "dirt track'' right-of-way as being Holly 
Hollow Lane. They admitted that there was a tenant at 
the end of the track that used Holly Hollow Lane as an 
address, but they said that the ancient right-of-way was 
otherwise private property for which they had never 
authorized a name. 

"Holly Hollow Lane is a made-up name," said 
Ms. Fernandes. "It's Tinkham Lane, if you look at the old

maps.'' Ms. Fernandes also claimed that the sign lowered 
their property value because it encouraged traffic onto 
their private drive. 

Mr. Denham said that the sign had been placed 
there upon suggestion from the safety officer, and was 
placed on a public section of North Street. Selectman 
Macallister supported the street sign, saying its placement 
was critical in the event of an emergency. "Since it's on 
town land and there is legal access across your property... 
it was probably located in the right spot," said Mr. 
Macallister. 

"What gave you the right to name my land?" Mr. 
Bernier asked the Board. 

"It's a de facto taking, basically," said Ms. 
Fernandes, who said that they had previously tried to 
prevent the street's name from being changed. "There 
seems to be no due process," she said. 

The Board remained steadfast in their stance and 
recommended the "Holly Hollow" sign remain in place. 
"There is nothing to stop you from putting a sign on your 
property that says 'private way'," said Chairman Silva. 

"I can't - in good conscience - ask [Mr. Denham] 
to remove a sign that could have an impact on someone 
else," agreed Selectman Macallister. 

In his Town Administrator's report, Mr. Gagne 
said that the town was continuing to pursue the idea 
of placing a photo voltaic array (solar panels) at the 
capped landfill site. He also informed the Board that 
he would be pursuing the possibility of bringing full 
public transportation from Mattapoisett to Boston. 
He said that a proposal to Southeastern Regional 
Transportation Authority (SRTA) might result in a bus 
route from Mattapoisett and surrounding towns, to the 
commuter rail station in Lakeville. The proposed route 
would include six morning runs and six evening runs. 
He said that the objective would be to make it possible 
for a Mattapoisett resident to complete a trip to Boston 
completely on public transportation. 

Mr. Gagne also asked for the Board's blessing 
in considering the downsizing of cars for some town 
departments, including vehicles used by the Council on 
Aging (CO A). If fuel stays at its current price, Mr. Gagne

Some of the students were not able to drive, and so had to 
arrange transportation to the elementary schools - either 
by taking a bus or arranging a car ride. 

But despite teaching these classes in the three 
languages that ORR offers to its students - French, 
Latin, and Spanish - many of the high school students 
are excited to participate again next year.

Some of the students' enthusiasm, Ms. Ross said, was 
due to the fact that "some of the teachers are considering 
a teaching career." Ms. Ross explained that the language 
program allows interested students to experiment with 
teaching and try their hand at creating a lesson plan. 

The classes, which ran for an hour each week, 
were available to elementary students throughout the 
three towns. The modern languages, French and Spanish, 
could be taught to students enrolled in grades 1, 2, or 3, 
as well as the students enrolled in grades 4, 5, and 6. The 
class for Latin was only available to students enrolled 
in grades 4, 5, and 6, though, because it is a bit more 
challenging to learn. The intent of offering these after- 
school extracurricular classes to elementary students 
was, Ms. Ross said, "to give the younger students the 
opportunity to learn a little bit of a foreign language, 
[and] to give the older kids the experience of teaching." 
The language program was, essential, a win-win for the 
parties involved. 

"It's something I always wanted to do," Ms. 
Ross said about the program, "because my kids did it at 
RMS. Last year, three senior girls did it through V.A.S.E. 
so well [that] we wanted to try it again." Ms. Ross added 
that some of this year's volunteers also taught their 
classes through V.A.S.E., which is a four-week-long after-

school program for elementary students in Marion. The 
remaining volunteers did it through the after-school 
programs that are already a part of OHS and RMS.

State Reservation, 209 acres of wooded trails, 
open fields and rocky shoreline. The reservation 
was acquired by the state only 12 years ago, just 
as it was being developed as a 100-plus unit 
subdivision. 

What to Expect: Sometimes the best things 
in life are free, and nothing beats walks outdoors 
taking in the sounds of bird calls and cicadas, 
viewing wildflowers, and breathing in the fresh 
air. One great and free location to explore is 
Nasketucket Bay State Reservation - a network 
of small and wide trails in a seemingly remote 
spot that happens to be just a short mark off from 
civilized Mattapoisett. 

Nasketucket is easy to find off Brandt Island 
Road, although locating a trail map for the property 
is tricky business. No maps of the reservation 
are available at the trailhead, nor are trail maps 
available on the state website. So if you easily lose 
your sense of direction, the reservation may be 
the experience for you. If you don't know where 
you are going, you may miss the coastline portion 
entirely (Hint: take the Salt Marsh Trail). 

Entering the park, you walk along a main 
trail (the Bridle Trail) that is about road-width - 
remnants of a road built when the land was under 
development- which is overgrown in parts. Many 
subtrails meander from Bridle Trail, including the 
Holly Trail, Meadow Trail, and the Salt Marsh Trail. 
The Holly Trail features large holly trees, and at 
points you find yourself walking under canopies 
of trees along narrow paths. You may momentarily 
wonder if you'll ever make it through the tunnel 
of foliage. The Meadow Trail curves and rejoins 
the main trail - and if you walk the mile or so to 



the end of the Bridle Trail (which dead ends into 
perhaps what was intended to be a cul de sac), you 
can enter the Meadow Trail there and wind your 
way back to the beginning. 

The Bridle Trail itself curves around, which may 
be a bit disorienting if you aren't a seasoned nature 
walker (hiking, in my opinion, requires altitude 
change - but that's my Colorado background 
talking). You may have the impression you are 
heading to the ocean, but actually you are moving 
north and away from it. (Hint: take the Salt Marsh 
Trail). All of this would be much easier if trail maps 
were more easily accessible or at least posted at the 
trailhead. 

Wildlife is abundant throughout the 
reservation. Eastern box turtles, diamond terrapins 
and mussel beds all call the reservation home. 
Much of these species are visible along the Salt 
Marsh Trail, which winds its way to the coastline, 
overlooking Little Bay and West Island. Only one 
other nature walker was seen during a recent sunny 
Sunday trip to the reservation - underscoring that 
is a great place to find relative solitude. Also, it's 
decent exercise and you can easily log two or three 
miles given that you explore all the trails in their 
entirety. Not bad for a patch of land surrounded 
closely by two towns. 

The reservation is clearly valued by locals. In 
February, the Mattapoisett Land Trust hosted a 
full moon hike to explore its ambiance at night. 
Also, in April, the trust teamed up with Friends of 
Nasketucket Bay State Reservation, demonstrating 
stewardship by participating in a statewide 
cleanup initiative at the reservation. Moreover, 
the Nasketucket Bird Club regularly participates 
in bird counts at the property and leads walks 
to help locals discover and learn about local bird 
populations. All of these efforts help preserve 
the reservation's pristine meadows, trees, coastal 
marshes and the beach. 

How To Get There: The park is easy to locate. 
Go south on Brandt Island Road off Route 6, bear 
left at the fork, and curve right at the sign for 
Brandt Beach Road. Park on right. Celebrate if you 
are the only car there.

Super 8. Starring Joel Courtney and EUe Fanning. Directed 
by J.J. Abrams. Running time: 112 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

Super 8 left me feeling vaguely depressed, because 
its very existence seems to prove you can't go 
home again, and maybe its subtext says the same 
thing. Set in 1979, the movie follows a group of 
barely teenage boys, and one teenage girl, as they 
make their own zombie flick and end up catching 
footage of a train derailment. Something is inside 
the train, and the kids' Super 8 camera catches that, 
too. Much has been made of the observation that 
the writer-director, J.J. Abrams, has photographed, 
edited, and scored Super 8 to look, feel, and sound 
very much like an early- '80s Steven Spielberg film. Spielberg 
himself is one of the producers, so one assumes he approves; 
besides, this particular style — the dolly moves, the shots 
of people staring skyward in awe — belongs to a filmmaker 
Spielberg himself hasn't been in nearly two decades. Spielberg 
isn't making 'em like this anymore, so someone else might as 
well, right? 

Spielberg's near-patented sense-of- wonder film 
language, though, was always organic to the stories he was 
telling; he never struck me as a show-off but as someone who 
thought visually. Abrams' attempt to ape Spielberg here does 
two useful things. First, it proves that it isn't that easy to do; 
you need Spielberg's conviction to seal the deal. Second, it 
points up that classical film storytelling may be a lost art in 
mainstream summer entertainment; Abrams tries hard, but 
he keeps panning and tilting in shots that in no way call for 
embellishment. Spielberg, in his prime, was no more afraid 
of boring you than is a kid re-enacting a story with his action 
figures. He was having fun, and he figured you would, too. (And 
for the most part, we did.) Abrams is of the new breed, terrified 
of losing us. In Jaws, Spielberg filmed the famous Indianapolis 
monologue in simple one-shot and two-shot. He trusted the 
story to rivet us. Abrams would probably have the camera chase 
itself in a 360 around the table as Robert Shaw spoke to the 
other men. 





The kiddie-filmmaker stuff in Super 8 feels like the 
stuff Abrams was most interested in — the kids, particularly 
the flick's director (Riley Griffiths), are passionate about 
what they're doing, and it reminded me of the real-life teens 
who spent most of the '80s making a shot-for-shot remake of 
Spielberg's Raiders of the Lost Ark. Anyone who's seen the 
results of that seven-year experiment has found it completely 
charming. But the filmmaking passion we see in the kids here 
doesn't translate to the actual zombie flick when we finally see 
it during the end credits. It is, like Super 8 itself, a simulacrum 
more dependent on fond nostalgia than on sincere engagement 
with the story. 

Elle Fanning, as the girl who lends some 
grace to the zombie flick, does likewise with 
Super 8, doing a lot with the little that is written 
for her. The rest of the cast are moved around like 
underemoting chesspieces, responding helplessly 
m to the chaos that ensues when an alien is loose in 
town. The alien stuff here just feels so skimpy and 
half-hearted, an afterthought. This is not the kind 
of script that would' ve passed muster with the '80s 
Spielberg, which raises the question of why it got a thumbs-up 
from him as a producer. (Maybe in his youth he was a soft- 
hearted director — Spielberg became synonymous with "happy 
ending" for a while — but also a tough-minded producer, and 
now it's the reverse.) When the film gives itself over, in the last 
act, to the alien material nobody cares about, it dies rapidly. 

But you can't go home again. The young hero (Joel 
Courtney) has lost his mother, and nothing will bring her back 
or make things the same; his father (Kyle Chandler), the town 
deputy, seems as grief-dazed as his son is. The glory days are 
gone; mothers die randomly and Spielberg is no longer in his 
prime. For about twelve seconds I entertained the notion that the 
alien running amok, terrorizing the suburbs, was a metaphor for 
the disaster at Three Mile Island, which we see referenced on a 
TV at one point. That was the end of a small kind of American 
innocence, one that trusted in nuclear power as a workable 
alternative to oil, which, what with Khomeini all over the news 
that year, was looking less and less attractive. Super 8 looks 
back fondly on a year that was pretty chaotic to live through, 
but doesn't have much to say about that, as it turns out. Nor is 
the alien an effective metaphor for the overpowering feelings 
that attend both grief and coming of age. It's all very passive: 
the characters don't want anything except to make their little 
movie and, later, to stay alive. And in a movie released in 2011, 
the girl must be rescued and the first black character we see is

a properly fitted and fastened helmet. 

Bicyclists are considered vehicle operators and 
thus must obey the rules of the road such as traffic signs 
and signals.

According to the Insurance Institute for Highway Safety, 
91 percent of bicyclists killed in 2008 were not wearing 
helmets.
